have been retained as souvenirs 
or war* trophies must be regis¬ 
tered or turned in by the dead¬ 
line. . 

Representatives of the IRS 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion will offer assistance in 
registering or disposing of any 
such weapons or devices. 

Owners should not bring the 
weapon or device to the IRS, 
but should call, write or visit 
the nearest Alcohol and Tobac¬ 
co Tax or other IRS office for 
information ’ and assistance, 
Philpott said.. 

The law provides that those 
who fail to register or dispose 
of the specified firearms or de¬ 
structive devices^ which they 
possess may be subject to im¬ 
prisonment of up to 10 years, 
fines of up to' $10,000, or both. 
Civil penalties can also be im¬ 
posed and property forfeitures 
ordered.

"If we don't 'lug' appointed employees or 
accept contributions from people who want cer¬ 
tain bills passed, how can we finance our cam¬ 
paigns?"

Illinois In 1818-Congress Paved 
Way for December Statehood With 
Its Voting Eight Months Earlier 


(From the Files of the Granite City Press-Record) 

The Illinois memorial praying fpr statehood, adopted by the 
Territorial Council on Dec. 10, 181?, was laid before the lower 
house of Congress by Nathaniel Pope, the delegate from the 
territory, in the U. S. House of Representatives on Jan. 16, 1818. 

It was immediately referred to a select committee or which 
Pope was chairman. 

The memorial was brought up for consideration on Jhn. 23. 

Its title was: ‘‘To enable the people of Illinois Territory to 
form a constitution and stqte government, and for the admission 
of such state into the Union, on equal footing with the original

Looking Back, in More Ways Than One 

Did pioneer Quad-Cityans have a sense of 
humor? You can bet they did, judging by a 
photograph we published this week of charter 
members of the Ladies Coterie, taken in 1895. 
Received along with the scene of the group 
which we reproduced was a picture taken 
moments before or after; the ladies were in the 
same formation but each had pivoted 180 de¬ 
grees, affording a strikingly different perspec¬ 
tive. 


It was modeled after the Indiana Enabling Act which was 
approved by Congress in 1816. 

After authorizing the inhabitants of the territory ‘‘to form 
for themselves a constitution and state government and to as¬ 
sume such name as they shall deem proper,” Congress fixed the 
boundaries of the proposed state “as they are at present, with 
the exception that the northern boundary is to be an east and 
west line drawn through a point ten miles north of the southern 
extreme of Lake Michigan.” 

In order to obviate any difference over the validity of the 
change in the ordinance, the convention was required to ratify 
the boundaries aforesaid: “otherwise, they shall remain as now 
prescribed by the ordinance.” 

Section Three ol the bill authorized “all white male citi¬ 
zens of the United States who shall have arrived at the age 
of 21 years, and have resided in said territory six months 
previous to the day of election, and all persons having in 
other respects the legal qualifications to vote for representa¬ 
tives In the General Assembly of the said territory, to choose 
representatives to form a convention.’* This differed from 
the Indiana act, which required a year’s residence. 

. The Enabling Act was referred back to the House on Friday, 

Jan. 23, and sent to the Committee of the Whole. 

It was not taken up until April 4, 1818. While the bill was 
pending, Pope introduced an amendment changing the northern 
boundary to its present position. A few other amendments, all 
of a minor nature, also were offered.
